Weapons and Arms 


No arme are kept by the Federal or Municipal Leaderships, but some leading offic-(ls 
have pistols. It 18 known that the FOed organization of District XXI has 25 mach \ie~- 
pistols and hand-weapons stored in a depot. The Goethehof group (see below under 
District XXI of Vienna) was trained during the summer of 19h7 in Faltenleutgeben 
by officers of the Soviet Army; the_same course was attended by 192 Leading officia.s

Information and Liaison Activities 


The FOeJd hae no information service of its awn, but relies on that of the KPOe in 
cases of necessity, Paul FRISCHAUER has trained four or five of his man to gather 
information on the work of other youth organizations, but their reporting is 
irregular and @isorganized. 


Contact between FOeJd branches and the Soviet occupation forces is maintained through 
the KPOe. In many cases, the district FOsd organizatione and groupe in the Soviet 
Zone are on good terms with the local authorities of the Soviet Aray and receive 
fuel and food from them. ‘The American occupation forces and American relief 
organizations also furnish the FOeJ and other youth organizations relief pack

All the versone mentioned above are paid employees of the F0eJ, earning between S 459 
end S$ 1200 a month. Three escretaries are employed, and a number of FOeJd members 
occasionally work as voluntary helpers. Once a week, usually on Wednesday, a meeting 
of the Municipal Leadership, including WEISSENBECK, OPFERKUH, KNEISSL, and ueually 
BRICHACEK and STEINER, ig held to discuss current problems and to issue directives. 


Menbds rghip: 


The official membership count for November 19N7 totalled 3800 in Vienna. During the 
month of November 100 new members joined, while 64 dropped out. In October there were 
58 new members and 31 resignations. These figures do not show the exact strength of 
the organizations the list of resignations enumerates only members who have officially 
lef, the organization and does not include those who have simply ceased to take part 
in activities. The actual number of active members is eatimated at between one*third 
and oneehalf of the offictal number, 1.0., from 1300 to 1900. The membership lists 
carry the nanes of a number of persons who have not attended any meetings of the Foed 
for more than a year, some of whom have Joined other organisations in the meantime. 
The estimated number of actual Med msmbers corresponds to the number of persons 
attending public mestings and marching in parades. About S00 Foed members are thorough- 
Zoing Communiste, but snly 292 are members of the KPOe,

All important FOeJ officials in the different districts are members of the KPOe, and 
about 75 per cent are said to be convinced Communists, One third of the ordinary 
members are believed to be more or lesa Socialist in their sympathies, ansther third 
are said to have no political convictions, and the rest are described as genuine 
Communists or sincere Communist sympathizers. 


Recent Internal Troubles: 


In the Eighth District a group of youths with no interest in politics controls the 
organization and prevents any kind of political activity, devoting ite time exclusively 
to playing ping-pong. In the Seventh District, Communist officials are wable to 
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control an anti-Communist circle comprising about a third of the members of the 
district group. It has been impossible to hold indoctrination meetings in the 
Tens: District, where two groups have announced their intention of quitting the 
FOeJd and founding a private sports club.
